(Pazportmo-iecistratsionnyy Otdel - Passport kegiatretion Section) 
of the UM (Uprevlentye Militeii) or UYD (Upravieniye Viutrennikh 
Yel). PRO executes OVIR functions in thoee urens without an CVIR. 
These crgens are ell subomiinate to the #yD (Ministry of Internal 
Affeirs). OVIR is responsible for the doc.mentation control of 

all forei;mers in the Soviet Union except forciyn officials. There 
ere nc sveilable exemplars of subject cocurmnt vhich reflect the 
reorgenizntion of the MVD into MOOP (Ministries for the Protection 
of Putits Order) vhich took place during August and September 1962. 


Ce Sudsect dociesent is initially made valid for ane (1) 
year. The number of extensions permitted is unknown, hovever, 
since the querterly registreticus average four (4) per pase, pases 
6 and 7 would be full within tro years, thus permitting only one 
extension... .The serial .mmbers of. similar.docummnts vhen given.as-- 
basie of issuance also gives credence to this theory.
